PRESIDENT CLEVELAND AND MEMBERS 
OF HIS CABINET PRESENT. 


The Old Town Decked With Fiags and 
Bunting in Honor of the Ceremony— 
Origin of the Movement to Brect a 
Monument to the Mother of George 
Washington—The Women Who Made 
T: Enepessful—Senator Daniels’ Ora- 
tion—Legend and History. 


. 

FREDERICKSBURG, Va.,May 10.—The special 
train with the presidential party for the 
ceremony of the unvelling of the Mary Wash- 
ington monument left Washington at 9 
o’clock. President Oleveland was in @& 
Pullman car in the rear with Secre- 
tarles Gresham, Oarlisle, Lamont, Bissell 
and Morton and Private Secretary Thurber, 
Mrs. Gresham, Mrs. Carlisle and other la- 
dies. Another car with Mrs. Waite, widow 
of the late Chief Justice Waite, who is Presi- 
dent of the Mary Washington Memorial As- 
sociation. Chief Justice Fuller and the 
Daughters of the Revolution had two cars. 
The National Marine Band was in another. 
The Alexandria Infantry boarded thetrain at 
that city. The run to Fredericksburg was 
uneventlul. It occupied two hours. An im- 
mense crowd surrounded the station as the 
train pulled in, a presidential salute boomed 
forth from the guns of the Riehmond and a 
scarlet coated band played Hall Columbia.’’ 

President Cleveland and his cabinet came 
to the platform of their car where they were 
greeted by means of a reception committee, 
of whom one was Justice Harlan of the 
United States Supreme Court. The Rich- 
mond light infantry in dazzling uniforms of 
blue and silver kept back the crowds with 
their bayonets. 

All lined along the adjoining streets were 
various organizations, conspicuous among 
them the Confederate Veterans, with the 
flags of the Confederacy fluttering over them. 


CHEERED THE PROCESSION, 
The procession was cheered by thousands 
of countrymen as it wound its way througk 
the little town from the station to the green 


Knoll topped with wooden stands, hid- 
den in patriotic bunting where 
the sons and daughters of 
the revolution and distinguished 


guests were assemdisd. One feature of the 


procession was the ladies on horseback — 


Adajt.-Gen. Chas. J. Andersen of Richmond 
and his staf, followed by Wüullam J. Craw- 
ford, the architect of the monument. Then 
followed President Cleveland, Vice-Presi- 
dent ‘Stevenson and members of the 


cabinet in carriages, followed by the Gov- 
ernorand staff and military organizations 
and secret societies, cv.nspicuous among 
them being the members of the Fredericks- 
burg and Alexandria lodges of Masons, in 
which Washington had taken his degrees. 

The programme ofthe day’s exercises in- 
cluded addresses of weicome by Mayor A. P. 
Rowe and Gov. Charles O’Farrell, Masonic 
ceremonies, an address dy Lawrence Wash- 
ington, a descendant of Mary Washington, 
and an oration by Senator John W. 
Daniels, the orator of the day. 

When the procession had arrived at the 
monument Senator Daniels was introduced 
and made the oration. 


SENATOR DANIELS’ ORATION. 

Senator Daniels said George Washington 
was the noblest fignre that ever stood in the 
forefront of a nation’s life. We are gathered 
to-day around his mother’s grave. All that 
Iam,’’ said he, Iove to my mother. All 


His debt 
is ours. Itis many times multiplied. It is 
ever growiag asthe ever-growing Republic 
illustrates in its virtues and faults alike the 
merit of his exampleand the wisdom of his 
teachings.

TRAMP CORPORATIONS. 

The petition filed by the Gas Trust of 
Chicago yesterday to remove the case to 
the Federal Courts was not unexpected, 
The conspirators simply avail themselves 
of a privilege granted by a Federal law to 
betake themselves to the protection“ of 
a tribunal which has been found more 
friendly to such litigants than State courts 
** 

According to decisions of the United 
States courts, acorporation chartered by 
one State and doing business in another 
can transfer litigation to the Federal 
courts whenever the amount involved is 
over $2,000. The effect of this is to practi- 
cally remove corporations from the control 
of the local laws. 

Commenting on a New York case of this 
kind the American Law Review holds this 
vigorous language: The proposition 
that the citizens of a State cin deliberately 
go into another State and organize them- 
selves into a corporation under the laws of 
that State for the purpose of doing busi- 
ness exclusively in theirown State, clearly 
isone which is opposed to the tendency 
of legal opinion and legislation except 
in the corporation-ridden States. Under a 
shameful seizure of jurisdiction made by the 


.Bupreme Court of the United States, under 


the pretense—and it was only a pretense— 
that the word ‘citizen’ in the Federal Con- 
stitution and judiciary act include corpor- 
ations aggregate, these citizens of New 
York by organizing themselves into a 
corporation in New Jersey become for 
jurisdictional purposes a ‘citizen’ of New 
Jersey and any suit between them and 
citizens of their own State where more than 
$2,000 in value are in controversy is re- 
movable to a court of the United States.’’ 

The Chicago Gas Trust is a ‘‘tramp’’ 
corporation of this kind, so far as itisa 
corporation at all, and although accumu- 
lating millions of money in the State of 
Illinois is exempt in the mannerand to 
the extent described from the operation of 
the laws of that State. 

In these days when nearly all the busi- 
ness is done by corporations there is no 
limit to the wrongs which may be com- 
mitted if this practice is continued. The 
trick is played in every State in the 
Union, and is becoming more and more 
oppressive. It is a fit subject for careful 
legislation by the States. If the interpre- 
tation of the United States Court is to 
stand the only way to avoid its conse- 
quences isin local enactments forbidding 
tramp corporations of that kind to operate 
or at least to severely restrict their bandit- 
like activity.

A COUNT’S CRIMES. 


o 
The Swindles Perpetrated by a Descend- 
ant of Talleyrand. * 


From a Paris Letter. 

As predicted some three or four weeks ago, 
Count Helle de Talleyrand-Perigord has been 
arrested on charges of forgery and fraud in 
connection with the promissory notes 
alleged to have been signed by young Max 
Lebaudy, the little Sugarpot. This was 
inevitable after the public announcement by 
the latter that these notes bearing his name 
and floating abouton the market were not 


signed by him; and inas much as Count Helie 
had giready negotiated them and had ob- 
tained money upon their face value, it natur- 
ally followed that the discounters, on discov- 
ering that the notes were fraudulent, would 
proceed against him criminally. 

Max Lebaudy is associated in the prosecu- 
tion, Dut Is by no means the only prosecutor. 
His animus in the case is due to the fact that 
the Count is responsible for nearly all the 
financial messes in which he was involved 
about six months ago, the Count having 
played the part of the Capt. Rook to his 
Pigeon. Thus, the Count’s mother, even 
were she ready to redeem the notes alleged 
to have been forged, would by no means have 
succeeded in putting a stop to the criminal 
proceedings against her son. 

I see that he is mentioned in all the dis- 
patches merely as a French Count. But he is 
a good deal more than this. Besides being 
the eldest son of Princesse de Sagan and of 
the Prince, Who is the leader of masculine 
society in Parts, he is heir to the illustrious 
name of Talleyrand andtothe French duke- 
dom of Talieyrana, of Valencay, of Perigord, 
of Dino; the German dukedom of Sagan, to 
the principality of Benevento, to a grandee- 
ship of the first classof Spain, and to the 
historic castle and estate of Valencay, where 
King Ferdinand of Spain was so long impris- 
oned in the early part of this century by the 
Arst Napoleon. 

Many crimes and moral shortcomings of 
one kind and another, especially in connec- 
tion with money matters, were laid at the 
door of the great Talleyrand who, after being 
Bishop of Autun, served as Prime Minister to 
Napoleon I.. King Louis XVIII., King Charles 
X. and Louis Philippe. But the peculations 
of thts Talleyrand and his frauds were on a 
colossal scale and worthy of his great name 
and descent, whereas those of his young rela- 
tive, Count Heilee Talleyrand. Perigord, are 
of a distinctly mean character, since they 
seem to have been perpetrated upon a young 
man who treated him as a friend and who 
haa intrusted himself to his guidance. 

How it will end I do not Enow. Unless the 
Count’s relatives can induce the Court to ad- 
judge him insane, which 1 doubt, we may live 
to gee a Duke of Talleyrand- Pert, rd and Sa- 
gan wearing the garb and possibly, too, the 
hideous mask of a French conviet.

RIVER DRIVE. 


C ers Murphy asd Holman 
Are Agitating It. 


Some time ago, when the Board of Public 
Improvements were considering the boule- 
vard question, and it was thought the 
city was to be supplied with a 
large number of additional fine 
drives, Water Commisioner Holman 
submitted a plan for a driveway along the 
river to Chaia of Rocks. As the proposed 
driveway looked impracticable at the time 
and would moreover not be more than three 
and one-half or four miles in 


length it was not serlonsly considered. Since 
then the conditions have changed and to-day 
the city owns a striv of land from 60 to 100 
feet wide from East Grand avenue in 
North st. Louis to the Chain of Rocks, the 
land over the new conduit. The conduit 
provides an excellent foundation for 
a roadway, and at a wo owe 
small expense it could be made in one of 
drives or bicycle roads 
country. Street Commissioner 
Murphy, in discussing the matter, 
yesterday said: ‘*‘Wehavenoriver drive at 
present. Other cities with as fine a 
water driveway as Wwe have would 
have a boulevard Its entire 
length. In driving in our city I only know of 
two places where one catches a view of the 
river, and a rare view it Is. That is on 
south — between the Work- house 
and Carondelet from the biuffs and on the 
Grive to O'Fallon Park. The drive 
way proposed by Mr. Holman would 
give us a river front drive for about four 
miles. The Columbfi Bottom road could be 
used in places. The.drive would lead to 
the new Water works so that there 
would be something to see when one 
arrived at the end of it. The 
scenery along the proposed drive is 
decidedly pretty and picturesque. It would 
have the river on one side, and after reach- 
ing Pros Hul it would ‘have the hills on 
the left until the Chain of Rocks were 
reached.

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course Senator Mills will pursue in voting on 
the amendments to the Wilson Dill changing 
from ad valorem to specific duties. Some of 
them express the opinion that when the vot- 
ing test shall come he will stand with the 
Finance Committee, in accordance with the 
instructions of the late Democratic caucus, 
notwithstanding his speech of yesterday. 

They appreciate, however, that this ques- 
tion is one very near to Mr. Mills’ heart, and 
that if he does support the committee on the 
amendments it will be at the sacrifice of 
strong personal convictions. 

The changes from specific to ad valorem 
duties originally made by the Senate Com- 
mittee were made largely at the instance of 
the Senator from Texas while serving as a 
member of the sub-committee in the absence 
of Mr. McPherson. It is an open secret that 
at the beginning of the committee’s deliber- 
ations he presented a complete substitute for 
the House bill modeled upon the old Walker 
tarif? and providing for ad valorem duties 
alone, that he surrendered to the will of the 
majority only after considerable pressure, 
and that the numerous changes in the sys- 
tem as made by the committee in the bill 
first reported to the Senate were made in re- 
sponse to his importunities. 

Other Democratic Senators take the oppo- 
site view as tothe probabilities of the Sena- 
tor’s vote on the changes in system, but they 
do not consider that if he should refuse to 
vote for the amendments the defection 
would de serious, for they would expect to 
gain a large vote from the Republican side 
to the specific changes, and as Mr. Milis has 
pledged himself to vote for the bill, even 
though the specific duties may de retained, 
they feel that there is no reason for appre- 
hension as tothe result. There is, of course, 
a slight element of doubt as to what the Ke- 
publicans may do, as there has been some 
talk to the effect that they may decline to 
vote for any amendments, whether under 
other circumstances they would favor or 
oppose them. 

WHAT SENATOR MILLS SAID. 

Senator Mills made his position on tariff 
reform very clear in his speech in the Senate 
yesterday. There had been a running de- 
bate on the bill, when Senator Aldrich, who 
is leading the discussion on the Republican 
side, aimed a shaftthat aroused the Texan. 
The Rhode Island Senator read extracts from 
the speeches of Senator Voorhees and Sena- 
tor Mills, made at the opening and closing of 
the general debate, denouncing in the most 
severe terms the system of specific duties. 
To swallow that bill, as now modified, would 


mean a surrender ofthe principles ofa life- 
time. Afterthis, he said, he did not think 
there was a single Senator on tbe other 
side who would have the temerity to avow 
his allegiance to the Chicago platform. They 
could do nothing now but remain silent. 
Not one of them could vote for it without 
stultifying himself, in view of his party plat- 


form. 

When Senator Mills got the floor he said 
with much warmth that de was in BO way 
responsible for whet Mr. Aldrich had termed 
the Democratic surrender. Afew days ago 
he had described his own position as be- 
tween the devil and the deep sea, the MeKkin- 
ley bill being the devil. Since that time a 
change had come over the situation. He was 
nearer the deviland had not as much sea 
room as before. He now found that the Dill 
pefore the Senate, as modified by the amend- 
ments introduced, had no resemDiance to the 
Wilson bill. It ought, he said, to bear the 
name of Mr, Gorman or Mr. Brice. No man 
could torture him into an admission that this 
Dill was a oe ory to Democratic pledges. 
He had said that taxation sbould be leveled 
on value; that the only just 
system; that taxation should not be 
im posed as under the specific 
system of the McKinley dil, and 
that the goods ofthe rick would escape with 
the same tax as levied upon the cheaper ar- 
ticles of the poor. There he had stood, and 
there he would continue to stand. He rose 
to say that he did not intend to vote for a 
single one Of the amendments carrying a 
change to specific duties. It was humiliating 
enough to have to indorse the system of rob- 
bery contained in the McKinley bill, without 
bowing down in mortification to accept the 
very badges of protection. The first amend- 
ment made the surrender. It was continued 
throughout the bill, until it was now a ques- 
tion between the McKinley bill and a Demo- 
cratic system of protection, with very little 
margin in favor of the Democratic measure. 

Bat in conclusion Mr. Mills said he would 
vote forthe bill as long asit containeda 
percentage Of tariff reduction. 


THE SUGAR SCHEDULE, 

The sugar schedule is still the prin- 
cipal topic of discussion in Senatorial circles. 
It is certain to be vigorously resisted when 
reached in regular order of debate, and those 
Senators who are opposed to it are hopeful 
of being able to defeat it. Their attack will 
be directed at the Sugar Trust, which has 
had fartoo much to do with framing the 
schedule. Primarily, however, their object 
is to Gefeat the bill. Their idea is that unless 
the trust schedule is accepted by the Senate, 
suger will be restored to the free list, and 
that in that event the Loulsianna Senators 
will vote against the bill, and in conjunction 
with Mr. All kill it. Ine Louisiana Sena- 
tors occupy & very embarrassing position. 
Both are serving by appointment from the 
Governor, and both are candidates to suc- 
ceed themselves. The day of election is close 
at hand. The Louisiana Legislature meets 
on Monday next, anda week later balloting 
for filling the two unexpired terms will be- 
gin. Theissueissugar. The planters are 
organized, and hold a convention in New 
Orleansto-day. Their demande are already 
known. They want a tax of 2 cents a pound 
on raw sugar, or else the defeat of the WI 
son bill. Messrs Caffrey and Blanchard have 
virtually been warned to support the plant- 
ers’ programme, or prepare to encoun- 
ter the opposition of the planters be- 
fore the Legislature. Congressman Boat- 
ner is a eandidate against Mr. 
Blanchard, and ex-Senator Jonas against 
Mr. Caffrey. Mr. Boatner has gone home to 
conduct his campaign, and Mr. Jonas will be 
assisted in his ight by Congreésman Darby, 
whois now onthe scene. The planters will 
endeavor to pledge the different candidates 
to the support of their programme. There is 
a difference of opinion here as to how much 
power the planters will be able to bring to 
bear on the situation. It is stated in one 


it was 


ent from such a disaster even in Louisiana, 
but whatever the power of the planters may 
be, and however they may attempt té use it 
in the senatorial fights, the fact remains that 
the Louisiana Senators are not in position to 
comply with the planters’ demands. They 
are committed to the Wilson bill as it now 
stands and would be obliged to support it 
even if the present sugar schedule snould be 
rejected and the fofmer one restored. Only 
the putting of sugar on the free list would 
release them fromthe obligations they are 
now under. The fight fora tax on sugar was 
made by Messrs. Caffery and White. They 
announced as soon as the Wilson bill came 
over from the House that unless sugar was 
put on the Gutiable list they would oppose 
the bill. 

Both Senators were very aggressive, and 
Mr. White, ina way that was very generally 
rebuked, continued the fight even after he 
bad been appointed and commissioned an 
Associate Justice of the Supreme Court. The 
Finance Committee was forced thus to yield 
the point, and the original sugar schedule 
was drawn and agreed to. Then Mr. White 
withdrew from the Senate, and Mr. Blanch- 
ard succeeded him. Mr. Blanchard, as a 
memder of the House, had voted for the 
Wilson bill after sugar nad failed to secure 
a duty, bat In a contest for Mr. White's seat 
in the Senate pledged himself unconditionally 
to sugar, and to vote against the bill if 
appointed Senator unless sugar was recog- 
nized. He inherited, therefore, Mr. White’s 
position and obligations as to sugar, and has 


stood with Mr. Caffrey ever since on that 
subject. 

The Louisiana Senators were not a party to 
the framing of the new schedule. The trust 
forced that onthe Finance Committee. The 
Loulsiana Senators did notobject. All they 
were interested in was in seeing that raw 
sugars did not sufferin the change, and of 
this they assured themselves at once. They 
are pledged tothe new schedule, therefore, 
by the sameterms and for the same reason 
that they were to the old. 


AS TO THE BOUNTY. 
The tariff to them isa local question, and 
having secured their own people against 
loss they are willing and ready to support 


the Wilson Dll. Meanwhile, the movement 
to make the repeal of the sugar bounty a cer- 
tainty goes on, The Breckinridge resolution 
in the House will pressed, and 
seems certain of carrying. This is not a 
matter of recent determination. Senator 
Jones of Arkansas, in an interview printed in 
the Post-DiserPaTcH in February, declared 
that, regardless of what might be the fate 
of the Wilson bill, the sugar bounty was sure 
to be repealed, and stated that it could be 
done dy the step that has just taken in the 
House. At that time the sugar men were 
urging an extreme proposition, and assert- 
ing that unless it was accepted they would 
oppose the Wilson bill. They declared that 
while they did not, as a matter of principle, 
favor the bounty. they would vote soas to 
contine it unless a tax satisfactory to the 
planters should be levied on sugar. In other 
words, they preferred the McKinley law 
with the bounty, to the Wilson bill 
with sugar on the free list. Then it was that 
the revenue reformers in both Houses de- 
cided that the bounty should go, come 
what might and the Breckinridge 
resolution Is the expression of that policy. 
The attitude of the Louisiana Senators 
therefore, is easily summed up. They will 
not oppose the trust schedule, because it 
does not conflict with the interest of the 
planters. They insist that the Wilson bill 
must contain a provision taxing sugar, or 
they will. oppose it; and, after killing the 
bill, if that can be done and should become 
necessary to save sugar, they will then turn 
the combiuation thus formed against the 
restoration repealing the bounty clause of 
the McKinley law. The whole case sooner or 
later threatens to revolve around sugar.
